Ir is, of course, not good for us to 
know by what route Messrs. Grosvenor 
and Baber are to go to Yunnan; that 
is a State secret, on the careful guarding 
of which the fate of nations and the 
future welfare of unborn millions obvi- 
ously depends. Most people think the 


296 | despatch of the Mission should have 


been the first step taken. Directly 
news of the outrage was received, the 
despatch of a high officer to Yunnan to 
investigate the crime should have been 
insisted on, and our own Mission of 
Enquiry, on a much larger scale 
than is contemplated—comprising more 
than one Consul and a whole staff 
of interpreters, should have been 
started simultaneously from Rangoon, 
to be escorted thence by a strong 
detachment of troops to Yunnan. What 


has been said about tho weather, is 
nonsense. The Mission has been delayed 
because it was thought better to ne- 
gotiate terms of settlement first, and 
investigate the case afterwards, And 
this appears to us an error of judg. 
ment—a putting of “the cart before 
the horse,” which has involved the loss 
of much precious time on the journey. 
One thing clear was that an investigae 
tion must be had; negociations could 
have gone on at Peking in the mean- 
time, as to the ultimate terms of 
settlement. As itis, the Chinese would 
not be Chinese if they were not 
trying to obliterate traces and de- 
stroy evidence in Yunnan, Action,— 
prompt movement and display of ace 
tivity—were desirable from the first, 
Now, eight months after the event, tke 
murderers of Margary and the assailants 
of Colonel Browne remain undisturbed, 
and may have emigrated to the borders 
of Thibet or the plains of Manchuria, 
if they listed. The presence all this 
while of a strong British force in 
Yunnan would have lent weight to 
negotiations at Peking, as well as 
strengthened the hands of the Commis- 
sioners. There need have been no 
hesitation in sending such a force. We 
had merely to notify the Peking 
Government that, Colonel Browne's Ex- 
pedition having been repulsed, we 
intended to send anotherat once, but this 
time able to take care of itself ; and that 
they had better warn the people to 
stand clear. There would have been 
no act of war in this, as a timid 
diplomacy might conceive, because the 
Imperial passports granted to Margary 
and Colonel Browne were there to 
prove that the Government had con. 
sented to the Expedition; and surely, 
if the Government could noi guarantee 
its safety, we had the right to care for 
it ourselves. The moral effect of such 
a prompt and decisive step could not 
have failed to be good. But the 
opportunity has been lost, and it re. 
mains only to make the best use of the 
movement when it eventually takes 
place; to make such a display at 
the close as shall best compensate 
for its absence at the outset. The 
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route which the m had now 
best take, whenever it does start, 
is the quickest. But even at this 
Jate hour we would take up the 
parable of our correspondent “ Puritan,” 
and urge that its strength be increased. 
The Expedition which will, of course, 
be despatched from British India, in 
the steps of the former one, should 
reach Yunnan simultaneously with the 
Mission of Enquiry, and should be 
sufficiently strong to strengthen the 
hands of the Commission and to impress 
the people, But the opportunity should 
be taken to open the Eastern as well 
as the Western route. We hear much 
of opening a trade route between 
British Burmah and Yunnan, but noth- 
ing of a trade with the East by the 
Yangtsze, Tho opportunity should be 
taken to do both. The Chinese no 
doubt plead, in excuse for the outrage, 
popular ignorance of Foreigners and a 
prevalent foeling of exclusivoness. Our 
answer should be—Very well; then 
we will familiarise the people with the 
sightof Foreigners. Open uptheportson 
the Upper Yangtsze, so that our com- 
merce and our merchants may be 
bronght into the neighbourhood of these 
people, and they be enabled to acquaint 
themselves with us. And we should 
take the opportunity, on our own 
part, of passing frequently backwards 
and forwards between Yuunan-foo and 
Hankow, as the nearest Consular port, 
Despatches should besent every week, by 
Foreign hands, from Hankow to Yuonan- 
foo, and from the Commissioners back to 
Hankow ; so that the people might 
becomefamiliarised with Foreigners, and 
1a route be practically opened, so to say, 
by sheer force of friction.

Mr, Wade, accompanied by tlie Hon, Mr, 
Edwardes aud Mr. Mayers, leftfor Peking 
on. the afternoon of the 8th & 
long visit was paid to HB, at-the British 
Consulate on the morning of the same day, 
by the Governor-General Li and. his 
assistant, ‘Ting. Nothing positive has 
become known with regard to the arrange- 
mouts that are likely to be concluded; but. 
it is understood that the mission of 
‘Messrs, Grosvenor and Baber will not be 
allowed to go forward unle actory. 
guarantees are first given of the good faith 
of the Chinese Government, What the 
nature of the guarantes ted on may 
be, is not stated ; but it is plain from: the 
circumstances that something more than 
the 1g of @ mission of apology to 
England, and even than the publication 
of Decrees on this subject and coneuring 
the Governor of Yiinnan, must be obtained. 
The futuro relations of the British Go- 
vernment, both official aud commercial, 
with the Government and people of China, 
require to be satisfactorily adjusted ; and 
it is believed at Tientsin that the late 
negotiations, which have occupied. Her 
Majesty’s Minister for the last month ab 
that place, have had reference to these 
subjects. 

‘The Amoy Reading Room for the Chi- 
nese was opened on the lat of the 8th moon 
(Slat August) ; and so far as can be judged 
from the short time that has elapsed sinco 
the opening, the Chinese seem to appre- 
ciate the institution. 

We are told by the Master of the 
barque Eaglet, that Mr. Tyzak, the Mining 
Engineer whose arrival at Kezione we 
reported some time ago, was about leaving 
for England, with power to engage a staif 
of Europeans to work the miues under 
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THE YUNNAN OUTRAGE. 


Ir is generally believed that some 
terms have been agreed upon between 
Mr. Wado and Li Hung-chang,as a basis 
for the settlement of the Yunnan 
outrage ; and the fact that Mr. Wade has 
gone to Peking, lends some support to 
the rumour. There bas been no autho- 
ritative statement yet, regarding the 
negociations ; indeed they have clearly 
not yet taken a sufficiently definite 
form for official announcement; but 
there seems little doubt that the report 
which has come down to us cf the 
heads of our demands, is substantially 
correct. China is to send an ambas- 
sador to England ; to apologise for the 
outrage; to pay an indemnity; to 
punish the guilty parties in Yunnan, 
and to open a trade route to British 
India across the Yunnan frontier, The 
opportunity seems to have been also 
taken, to stipulate for a better regula 
tion of the Le-kin taxes, for the pub- 
lication of the terms of settlement 
in the Peking Gazette, and for free- 
dom of intercourse between the British 
Legation and other Government offices 
at Peking, besides the Tsung-li Yamén, 
All our correspondents admit the con- 
sistent reticence of the British Lega- 
tion, but all seem persuaded that the 
terms required have leaked out from 
somewhere, in a tolerably accurate 
form. What seems more doubtful, is 
whether our demands have been yielded 
by Li; or whether the discussion on 
some points has not merely been trans- 
ferred to the Capital. Tientsin seems 
& peculiar place for the negociations to 
have been inaugurated at. We should 
hardly expect, if we had to ask satisfac. 
tion from France for some grievance, 
that our ambassador would stop at 
Rouen, until he had arranged a basis of 
sottlement with a plenipotentiary ; nor, 
on the other hand, would a French 
ambassador like waiting at Dover 
under similar circumstances, till things 
were made smooth for his visit to 
Downing Street. But that China is 
neither England nor France, we are 
very constantly reminded. 

Tt would bo premature to criticise 
the alleged stipulations in detail, till 
we have more authoritative informa- 
tion of their accuracy; but there is a 
sufficient stamp of probability about 
their tenor, to justify us in believing 
that they fairly represent the substance 
of the negotiations which have taken 
place, What first strikes us regard- 
ing thom, is their dependence on the 
future for value, As promises, they 
are of a fairly satisfactory nature. 
But a firm and steady pressure will 
have to be kept up for a long time, to 
convert them into fact. One of the most 
important conditions is the publication 
in the Peking Gazette, and it is ramoured 
that this is one on which the Chinese 
are still standing out. But it is also 
understood that Mr. Wade has instruc. 








tions to press it, and that it will have 
to be yielded. It is believed that 
the punishment of the guilty parties 
in Yunnan is a stipulation that was 
assented to with the greatest reluctance. 
Li is reported to have expressed fear 
that the Central Government lacked 
power to execate it; and it was only 
when a rupture of negotiations seemed 
imminent that the point was yielded, 
We may be quite sure that it will need 
all Mr. Wade’s firmness to have it 
carried into effect. The Chinese Go- 
vernment have the power; the strength 
which enabled them to subdue Yunnan, 
is sufficient to enable them to control 
it, and to punish sundry officials for a 
deed which Yunnan officialdom probably 
regards as meritorious rather than 
criminal ; but the task will need greater 
firmness than the Peking Government 
is wont to show towards its subordinates, 
and will be the more distasteful as the 
repulse of the English Mission most 
likely had its secret sympathy. The 
opening, too, for good and ail, of the 
Western frontier of Yunnan will be 
unpopular with the officials along the 
border. Li Si-tai will be a source of 
trouble in respect of both clauses; 
unless, indeed, the honest execution of 
the first silences effectively his opposition 
to (he second. The opposition ex- 
perienced everywhere by Mr. Cooper 
was only another proof that the 
barriers of exclusion which have been 
broken down by force on the East, 
are maintained with all their old 
rigidity on the West. The reports 
which lately reached us of the move- 
ment of troops from Szechuen, with 
the avowed purpose of opposing any 
attempt to cross the frontier, are an 
earnest of the feeling which the Go- 
vernment will have to control ; so that, 
as we said before, it will require firm 
pressure for many months to come, 
to ensure the effectual carrying out of 
these most essential clauses. The stipu- 
lation for placing our commercial rela- 
tions on a better basis is subject to the 
same remark. Our Minister's work, 
indeed, instead of ending with the 
signature of the convention, — will 
only have begun; and it will be 
only twelvemouths hence that we 
shall be able to judge whetber the 
settlement has heen a success or 
a failure—People are naturally begin- 
ning to ask whether the long 
delayed mission of Messrs. Grosvenor 
and Buber is now at length to start. 
But we understand that Mr. Wade has 
determined it shall not go forward 
until satisfactory guaraptees have been 
first given, of the good faith of 
the Chinese Government. What the 
nature of the guarantees may be, 
our correspondent does not inform us, 
but the signatare of the convention 
which is now under negotiation i pro- 
bably implied. A material guarantee 
for the satisfactory settlement of the 
whole dispute would be a gratifying 
precaution; but we do not imagine 
that any such measure is contemplated, 
or likely. 





THE EXPORT DUTY ON COAL, 
Prozanty, the only spontaneous act of 
the Chinese Government towards re. 
lieving the burdens on trade, that bag 
occurred within the last ten years, i 
the reduction of the Export duty on 
coal shipped from Formosa, from neaely 
seven mace per ton to one mace, [p 
has naturally excited much comment 
that the British aathorities have taken 
no official notice of this step, ns also 
that the reduction has been confined to 
one port, while at others the old 
oppressive rate is still continued. The 
high duty on the export of cont from 
China, seems to have originated ina 
typographical error in drawing up the 
tariff. As an import, although occur. 
ring in the list amongst a number of 
other articles charged by the pical,« 
change is made in the evumerator from 
piculs to tons. In drawing up the lis 
for exports, the draughtsman seems to 
have forgotten to change the enumern 
tor; so that the duty, which it was 
apparently intended to charge at the 
rate of 4 candareens per ton, is made 
four candareens per peut; equalling 
6 maco 72, Huikwan, per ton, of, 
as near as possible, 7 mnco §, 
Shanghai currency. Doubtless, if al 
the time the tariff was drawn wp, native 
coal had in any measure entered into 
Foreign consumption, and the mistake 
had been found out, it would bave been 
readily rectified ; but under the conduct 
of Sir Frederick Bruce and his coadjo- 
tor Mr. Burlingame, Foreign interests 
were allowed to drop, aud no steps 
were taken to remove so serious an im. 
pediment to the development of trade, 
The discrepancy was so palpable, thit 
the abortive Convention of Peking took 
notice of it, and proposed to reduce the 
tariff to something like a reasonable 
amount, but this having been upset, 
the few really usefal measures which it 
contained were allowed on the patt of 
the Chinese Government to slide 
Althongh the Chinese Government is 
itself far more interested than Foreign. 
ers, in the development of its col 
resources, it is still satisfactory to find 
that, resisting the temptation to thwvart 
Foreign interests where possible, even 
at the expense of its own, it bas 
in this matter, of. its own motion, 
taken a step in the right direction. 
Much of the credit of the reduction 
in duty is, we believe, due to Mr. 
Hobson, the Commissioner of Customs 
at Taiwan, who has not ceased t0 
urge on the Chinese authorities the 
advantages accruing from the changes 
and we hope that his example will be 
followed in aservice which, we regret !0 
say, bas often seemed to develope rather 
the obstructive than the progressiv® 
tendencies of its employés. 

Now that the Chinese Govern 
ment bas shown its willingness ! 
listen to reason in Formosa, there em! 
no good reason why the present bi 
tariff rate should be continued ot | 
other ports. Ton certain extent itis 
certainly opposed to the tarif regn 
, Which lay down that duties 
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be collected at uniform rates; and, 
although we should scarcely have a 
round for serious complaint, did the 
Ghinese choose, for instance, to abolish 
all daties whatever in Formosa, while 
yerping them up in the West of the 
Bapire, there is certainly more or less 
akjection to the principle of partinl and 
local reductions. The hardship of the 
present tariff is most seriously felt on 
the Yangtsze, where it undoubtedly 
acts as a deterrent to the growth of a 
trade in coal; and, should the river be 
farlher opened up, s0 as to afford im- 
medinte necess to the coal districts, the 
restriction will become at each step of 
more serious moment, Both Hankow 
and Kiukinng are more or less in a 
pasition to supply the lower portion of 
the river with coal; but the tariff rate, 
which in such a case would amount, 
with const trade duty added, to about 
js, 1.125 per ton, in addition to an- 
oluer hardship which we point out 
below, effectually stops a profitable 
trade, 

Tf, howover, the Export Tariff on 
coal is a matter of cousiderable import 
‘nce, even at present, and likely to 
become more so as the development of 
the country proceeds, what shall we 
my of the present system of charging 
Export duty on coal put on board a 
steamer plying on the internal waters 
of the Empire? This, however, is 
what is done at the Yangtsze ports, 
and we believe elsewhere, When the 
rirer was first opened, and for 
two or three years afterwards, no 
uch obstructive idea seems to have 
entered into the hend of anyone, 
Suddenly, the Commissioner of Customs 
tt Haukow announced that for the fu- 
ture duty would be charged on all coal 
placed on bonrd the steamers leaving 
that port, to whatever use applied. The 
temonstrance that coal placed on board 
steamer plying on the internal waters 
gould be in no sense considered an 
Export, was not listened to, and the 
plea that, in reality, the coals consumed 
on board a ship were, according to the 
tarif, simply ships’ stores, and as such 
ol liable to duty, was ignored. It 
Was not a matter of much surprise that 
4 reference to Peking obtained no 
redress; in those days, no complaint 
from a Foreign merchant was likely to 
be attended to, and the present one was 
Toexception.

HANGCHOW. 


For some fonr centuries, the city of 
Hangehow, under the name of Kinsai, 
the traveller’s rendering of Kingsze, 
or “The Capital,” has been made 
classic ground through the narrative 
of Marco Polo; Nowhere in China 
was the author’s enthusiasm so much 
excited as at this, the old capital of the 
Southern Sangs; and nowhere, perhaps, 
does the modern traveller find more to 
raise his interest, Still, the modern 
Hangchow does not strike a visitor as 
preserving many remains of antiquity. 
‘Time has pressed heavily upon it, and 
besides the T’sien-t’ang river and the 
canals, ruins of one or two pagodas 
and the Si-hu, there is little to remind 
us of Polo's time. Most exaggerated, 
in his description of the city, is his 
enumeration of the twelve thousand 
bridges said to cross the numerous 
cauals flowing through the city. This 
exaggeration .is, however, probably 
not Polo’s, for in speaking of the 
guard of ten men attached to 
each bridge, he says their services 
were called into requisition in case 
of fire; and adds that there shall 
come “one or two thousand at the 
least,” a small available force out of 
twenty thousand. Curiously, however, 
Hangchow is by no means distinguished 
either for its canals or its bridges. 
The former are of the smallest size, 
only permitting the passage of light 
craft, and a visitor may readily be 
carried over some of the bridges with- 
out perceiving any unusual rise in the 
road. Another gloss which seems to 
have grown on Polo’s narrative, relates 
to the waters of the canals, which are 
said to flow into the lake and thence to 
the ocean; the fact being that the 
waters of the lake are some feet higher 
than the city canals, into which they 
fall over a series‘ of overflows, In 
Polo’s time, the city walls seem to have 
embraced the lake, and this is to some 
extent confirmed by tradition, thongh 
the ancient map published by the Rev. 
Mr. Monle, in the “Transactions of the 
N. ©. B. of the Royal Asiatic Society,” 
does not show this wall. Possibly, as 
at Nanking, there was, in addition to 
the wall of the Imperial city and that 
of the city proper, an outer wall of 
defence, enclosing many of the hills 
and the Si-bu. To the visitor of 
to-day, there are still many objects of 
interest. The hu, if deprived of 
many of its ancient charms, is still the 
scene of pleasure excursions, Outside 
the city gate may be seen boats, drawn 
up in order, waiting for parties of 
pleasure; and, especially when the ex- 
aminations are about to come off, and 
students crowd into the city, pleasure 
parties may be met cruising about the 
lake or putting up at the temples at the

flat-bottomed boats with opening wit 
dows at thesides willapply to some of the 
present craft, though the number is 0 
miserably reduced that two or three 
will be the utmost to be found af 
one time, The Taipings have made 
sad havoc, and Hangchow is recovering 
but slowly from the effects of their 
devastations. The temples at the head 
of the lake around the T’ien-chuh-shan 
are, to a European, probably the most 
worthy of a visit. The scenery is une 
usually bold and the vegetation luxuri- 
ous, In few parts of China are such 
noble trees to be found growing, while 
the buildings are comparatively little 
damaged by the Taiping occupation, 
The limestone caves at the Temple of 
‘ive Hundred Gods, and the rock-cut 
sculptures which adorn the face of the 
hill are well worthy of visit. The 
latter recall the entire dependence of 
Buddistic art on its Indian prototypes, 
as indeed the name of the hill itself, 
the T’ien-chub, or Indian bill, affirms, 
Compared with photographs of Bud- 
distie sculpture from Cashmere or La- 
dak, the identity of the two is manifest. 
Here the priests are hospitable, and, if 
the guost is willing to contribute to. 
wards the monastery, will regale him 
with the orthodox Buddistic delicacies 
of the senson, One source of annoy- 
ance, disagreeable at all times of the 
year, but disgusting in the spring, when 
the great pilgrimage to these temples 
takes place, is the number of beg: 
gars along the rond. Here seem to 
congregate, from all parts of the empire, 
the halt, the lame and the blind, in all 
conditions of decay. Sights, which in 
a civilised country would be carefully 
concealed, are here exposed to the light 
of day, while the revolting nature of 
the exhibition is only exceeded by the 
pertinacity with which the more sturdy 
of the fraternity attack the visitor. Not 
far from the temples, towards the 
‘T’sien-t'ang, is a celebrated spring, the 
Paou-hu-t'sing, or Bubbling Tiger Well, 
i roduce the second best water 
the best, as the priests, 
agreeing with the promoters of the 
Shanghai Waterworks Company, state, 
being that of the Yangtsze. ‘This water 
is said to be of a very heavy and sweet 
nature, It will stand on @ higher level 
than its surroundings, and the priests, 
to prove this, pour it into # cup, and 
request cash to be introduced, one at, 
a time till the surface of the liquid 
becomes convex. A Chinaman readily 
accepts the theory propounded for 
him by the priests, without enquiring 
whether other water will not do the 
same, However that may be, the 
water from the hills about Hangchow 
is of particular excellence, and is 
delicious after its muddy and flat tinted 
representative at Shanghai, Within 
the city, possibly the most interesting 
building is the Mosque. Polo speaks 
of a Nestorian Church, but of it no 
remains seem to exist. The Roman 
Church in the northern quarter of the 
city, the change of which to a temple 

the Tienhow is commemorated by 
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tablet fixed outside, is of much later 
” date, probably the end of the seven- 
teenth century. The Mosque is so 
entirely unlike the Chinese buildings 
with which it is surrounded, that it 
cannot fail to attract the attention of 
the visitor, situated as it is in the prin- 
Gipal street of the city. A large 
Saraceuic arch, covered: with ornamen- 
tation in gilt Arabic characters, at 
once. declares its origin, Within is a 
largo and fine wall, now however badly 
kept, and at the west side of this is the 
Mosque proper. Before entering this, 
the.visitor is requested to take off his 
boots, Opposite to him there is the 
recess denoting the direction of Mecca, 
and at one side the pulpit whence the 
faithful are addressed. ‘The whole is 
covered with a plain brick dome. Right 
and left, and divided from the central 
space by horse-shoe arches, are two 
smaller chambers vaulted in a similar 
manner, Outside the Mosque proper, 
in the, great hall and facing the recess 
towards which the faithful kneel, is the 
‘usual Imperial tablet.—Of handicrafts 
in the city, silk weavers and tin and 
copper-smiths seem to be the most 
numerous. The main streets, though 
much reduced from the time of Polo, 
are, for a Chinese city, of a good width, 
and the shops are well furnished. 
Excellent mutton and fowls can 
at all times be procured. Enst 
of the city flows the Tsien-t’ang, 
a splendid river, but one of which the 
timid Chinese make but little use. 
Practically, there seems little reason 
why Hangehow itself should not be a 
seaport, The navigation is doubtless 
intricate, but there seems no valid 
reason why steamers at least should 
nob approach it from sea. ‘The timidity 
of the natives, or rather the distrast in 
the stability of their own Government, 
is likewise displayed in the ingenious 
manner in which the river is out off 
from the waters of the internal lands, 
Nothing would be easier than to form 
a lock, which, while effectually cutting 
off access of the river water, would 
enable “boats to pass through from 
the inner canals to the river, and 
thence to a considerable portion of 
the, province now cut off from direct 
intercourse. At present, the ouly 
possible means of passing from one tu 
the, other, and. that only practicable 
for stnall boats, is by means of a 
“haul-over,” near the city of Fayang, 
some fourteen miles up the river. The 
boatmen especially dread the “bore,” 
which in the months of April and Sep- 
tember ascends the river at spring 
tides. The ordinary neaps are scarcely 
noticeable above Hangehow, but the 
bore passing over the wide and shallow 
bed of the river opposite the city is 
said sometimes to attain a height of 
ten feet. The peculiar shape of the 
hedd of the bay, not unlike tbat of 
the Bristol Channel, and the shallow 
flats near its extremity, are sufficient 
to account for the similarity of the 
phenomena in the Severn and T’sien. 
tang. . Above the city, the river flows 














with a rapid current through bold 
gorges in the mountains which press 
on it at both sides. Not very far from 
Hangchow, but at the opposite side of 
the bay, is the city of Shao-hing, like 
itself rich in historical and legendary re- 
collections. Here, it is fabled, was buried 
the great Yi. The believer in his 
personality may, if he desire it, shed a 
tear over his tomb. Altogether, few 
localities within reach of Shanghai are 
better worthy of a visit than the Kinsai 
of the old Venetian, and the pleasure of 
a visit will be enhanced by the pos- 
session of a copy of his book, as well as 
of the notes of the Rev. G. E, Moule, 
in the last number of the Transactions 
of the N. China Branch of the Asiatic 
Society. 








THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 


‘Tue Ratepayers’ meeting of the 9th inst. 
displayed an unwonted interest in 
public matters on the part of the 
residents of Shanghai, As the first. 
fruits of the alteration of the system of 
proxy voting to that of personal 
attendance, it may be considered a 
success. At all events, the meeting, as 
it was constituted, showed that an 
intelligent interest could be taken in 
Municipal affairs by many who on 
previous occasions thought it sufficient 
to give their proxies to the first seeker, 
It the new system will increase the 
interest, it will not be without its good 
effect on the well-being of the Settle- 
ments. As might be expected, when a 
new rule is first brought into worki 
order, it is found to be more or less 
incompatible with existing procedure, 
and a curious instance of this occurred 
at the meeting in question, The Rules 
of Procedure, founded to some extent 
on a misapprebension of the quorum 
necessary to conduct business, provide 
that all ‘votes registered at the meet 
ing, whose holders aro absent at any 
division and bave not left them in 
other hands, vest in the Chairman of 
the Council. Practically, this rule, 
which would have led to much confu- 
sion, has seldom been put in force ; the 
Chairman, as a matter of courtesy, waiv- 
ing his right, unless when votes were 
specially placed in his hands. Increasing 
experience of the working of the Land 
Regulations went far to prove that the 
rule was unnecessary, and it would 
probably have been shortly removed. 
At the late meeting, however, it seemed 
to practically clash with the Regulation 
regarding Proxy Voting; for, under it, 
a system of proxy voting, perhaps more 
objectionable than the original, could 
have been introduced. It was only 
necessary for the voter to go to the 
door of the meeting and register his 
name, when he could leave his voting 
ticket with anyone he liked. Many 
went away without any settled convic- 
tion as to how they would vote on the 
various subjects likely to be brought 
forward, aud these votes, in default of 
other arrangements, would fall to the 
share of the Chairman of the Council. 











It is true that the rule had nover beey 
abused ; but it is well to remove a ruly 
capable of being abused ; and the pro, 
mised amendment, to be laid before the 
next meeting, will be received with 
satisfaction, Although it is by no 
means advisable to fetter too tightly 
the Municipal Council for the ting 
being, special meetings of Ratepayers 
have their uses. They keep alive q 
spirit of attention to Municipal ; 
and after all do not constitute a great 
tax on people’s time and energies, 
With regard to the question of prox 
voting, it is curious to observe thatsuch a 
custom was at the bottom of our modem 
system of representative government, 
We may, in some respects, compare 
Shanghai with the memorable Greek 
cities of antiquity. ‘There, however, 
the whole Greek community held itself 
entitled to vote, and the meetings of 
the citizens too often degenerated into 
unruly assemblages. We have pro- 
bably more ballast than our Greck 
prototypes, but, in some respects, wo 
hold similar views, They seem never 
to have favoured any approach tonsystem 
of proxy voting. Each individual 
was a politician himself, and seorned 
the iden of parting with his right 
to speak and vote. So represents 
tive institutions never took root 
amongst the Greeks, who, through 
all their history, remained persistent 
supporters of their primary assemblies, 
In modern times, too, an instance of 
the effect of primary assemblies was 
afforded in the meeting of the nobles 
of Poland. Here, representatives were 
scouted as consistently as with the 
Greeks, Each.noble came armed, and 
surrounded by his retinue, and, as 
might be expected, calm de. 
liberations were at a discount, and 
the result was often an appeal to 
the sword. Comparing small things 
with great, Shanghai affords a not altor 
gether uninstructive example of the 
growth of aconstitution ; and, so longas 
it is true to itself, and conducts its 
Municipal affairs with becoming discre- 
tion, it is likely that its importan 
will increase rather than diminish. 








Born the resolutions discussed last 
week by the Ratepayers, bad com 
siderable importance. They wet? 
asked, in the first place, to vote Tis 
20,000 for the building of a new 
Hospital ; and, in the second, to have 
the land and houses in the Setflement 
re-assessed, on the basis of excluding 
from taxation land surrendered to the 
public use—that is to say, that only the 
area within the compound walls shall 
be held liable to Municipal taxation. 
To take the last question first, itis 
universally admitted that the asi 
ing, assessment is too high, sf 
the proposal to have it revised m 
with general approval. The reasons 
for the change in method of ames 
the Innd-tax, were explained cletly 
at the time of the Ratepaye? 
meeting in May last, and will 
fresh in the minds of our 100! 
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The title-deeds of the different owners 
of land in the Settlement include 
portions of land which have been sur. 
rendered to the public for roadways. 
Yet the practice has been to charge 
Jand-tax on the whole area of the land 

(iuoluding the surrendered portion) 
shown in the title-deed. It is argued 
tint this is unfair, and that the area 
actually used by the owner—that is 
the area within his compound walls 
only—should be charged. The coun 
terargument, that it is within the 
power of any landowner to free 
himself from’ the tax. by having 
bis Iand reemeasured and the deed 
reduced so as to cover only the area in 
seonpation, is a strong one; because 
‘uo inference is that, if people conceive 
ho larger area is worth retaining on 
heir deed, the privilege is worth pay- 
ng for. ‘The straighter method was 
powever preferred, and the principle 
iecepted without objection. The 
juestion may now arise—Who is 
0 pay the Chinese land-tax on the 
wrrendered area? Is that also to be 
indertaken by the Council, on the same 
inciple? or will revision of the title. 
leed be made a sine gud non of escape 
rom at least that infliction 

Tu any case, the revising of the 
ssessmout will certainly entail reduc- 
jon in the Municipal revenue, and this 
a time when the income from Wharf- 
go Dues is also threatened, through 
he refusal of Messrs. Russell é& Co. to 
ontinue payments in respect of goods 
inded from S. S. N. steamers, on 
ground that the China Merchants? 
iteamer Co, do not contribute in re- 
pect of their cargo; and that the tax, 
berefore, works unfairly as against the 
1.8... Co, From this point of view 
he moment is an unfortunate one 
0 ask the community to incur an 
aditional expenditure. 

‘Tho position reminds us of an able 
peech in favour of Municipal economy, 
ivered on the budget for 1873-4, by 
it, F. B, Johnson, under somewhat 
imilar circumstances. After critici- 
ing the expenditure, and proposing a 
e-assessmont of land and houses, as 
kely at that time to lead up to an 
rorease in revenue, Mr. Johnson 8 
Ono point more, in regard to the 
increased expenditure; it appeared to 
him that the Council had been con- 
sidered very fair game by everyone, 
from the General Hospital downward ; 
he had rend’ some touching letters 
from the Chairman of that institution, 
which were responded to by the 
Council making it a grant’ of Ths. 
2,000. They proposed now to do 
something witha Lock hospital, though 
‘hey had no power whatever which 
‘could make that hospital a success ; 
‘tnd there seemed to be a general idea 
‘oat the Couneil should be the 
guardian of philanthropy to tho 
‘Settlements, To this he objected ; it 
"8 simply cheating people ont of 
(Duch desired opportunities for bene- 
‘eee, and as he did not think that 

‘¢ support of charitable institutions 
































“was one of the proper functions of 
“the Council, he hoped that in the 
“fature a steady resistance would be 
“opposed to ali such applications for 
“Municipal funds.” 

Agreeing with what Mr. Johnson then 
said, we cavnot but regret that the 
unfortunate land investments of the 
Hospital Trustees should have left them 
with only a very questionable site to 
offer, as their contribution towards a new 
building, instead of some Tis. 15,000 
or Tis. 16,000 in cash, which might have 
been available had the NingpoJoss-house 
and Endicott Garden lands been avoided. 
This site, probably now worth about 
Tis. 5,000, is the only relic of a capital 
of Tis, 31,000 with which the Hospital 
was started; so that, even after 
deducting the losses on land ac. 
count, the prospect is not hopeful 
for the future revenue of the institu- 
tion, Judging from the figures put be- 
fore us the other day in the Council’s 
correspondence, it is likely that, so far 
from getting back any of the Tis. 
20,000 they are asked to contribute, the 
Manicipality will be called on to pay 
at least Tls. 2,000 a year towards the 
carrent expenses of the Hospital. It 
may be held that the absolute neces- 
sity for having a hospital, and the 
hopelessness of getting ono in any other 
way, imposes on the Municipality the 
duty of providing the required out- 
lay, But in that case, the Hospital 
clearly should become a Municipal 
institution. As we said before, a plot 
of more or less undesirable land, worth 
only some Tis. 5,000, is all that remains 
of the old Hospital. What is now con- 
templated is really a new enterprise, 
founded with Municipal funds, and 
which should therefore be placed under 
Municipal control. The Trustees re- 
present an interest that is past, and 
are hampered by engagements which 
render it difficult for them to effect 
that revision of the Hospital system 
which the community would, we think, 
desire as a condition of incurring 
the ontlay they are now asked to 
sanction, In supporting the resolution 
put forward by Mr. Keswick at the 
meeting in May last,- Sir Edmond 
Hornby said: “The present Trustees 
“represent tho subscribers; the sub- 
“scribers have ceased to exist 
“any rate their money has gone, and 
“most of them have given’ up their 
“shares and interest in the little that 
“remains. They no longer, therefore, 
“represent the people who had advanced 
he money. It was a private institu- 
“ tion; it is about to become a public one, 
“Let, therefore, the Ratepayers choose

“large share of it.” As shown by 
our report of the debate last week, 
these view commended themselves to 
the Ratepayers ; and we trast that the 
conference upon which the Trustees 
and the Council were invited to enter, 
will lend toan amicable arrangement of 
the matter.

pool in An-i-hsien, where there wonderful 
Feptiles are supposed to thrive.

Dean Batcher, addressed to Mr. F. B. John 
ton, in which comments are made on the 
many hundred times the Very Rev. Dean has 
visited the Hospital during the last ten years, 
Not that I doubt for # moment but that the 
{good Dean, as well as many of the Protestant 
clergy, have paid often and frequent visits to 
the Hospital ; but, I think, if he taxes his 
memory, he will find he cau only yo ax far 
back a3 the year 1867, About that time the 
local newspapers agitated the question—why 
the Protestant clergy should not have a 
right to pay visits to the Hospital as well 
as Catholic priests, remarking at the same tins 
that the Hospital terived its greatest revenue 
from the patigts belonging to that persuasion 
When Mr. Consul Winchester took up the 
question, and through his good offices and 
exertious the privilege was granted to the 
Protestant clergy to pay daily visite to the 
Hospital. Whether they possessed the right 
previous to 1867 to visit the Hospital, is a 
question I am not prepared to auswer, but 
Ieave that to the ‘Trustees. That proselytising 
ia, the Hospital previous to 1867 had. bees 
‘going on to a more or less degree, there is not 
tke slightest doubt about ; as I can name the 
Cousul, for one of the Northern Powers, who 
in 1863 paid $150 to the Jesuit Fathers, for 
masses read over the body of one of his 
ssuljecte, who died in the Hospital, and who 
had been converted to Catholicism on hit 
death-bed ; when myself and others now in 
Shanghai, who kuew him, can testify to his 
entering the Hospital a Lutheran, Not that 
Lfor s moment believe that the Sisters had 
the least to do with this conversion, because 

L believe thei too good, devoted, and simp! 
minded women, ever to allow’ Religion to 
enter as a point in their care of the sick.
